Just  Screw  U, 
Turkey! 

THE  BIG  TRADE  PLAN  AND  OTHER  GOBBLERS 

During  the  last  six  regular  sessions  of  the  Oregon  Legislature,  I  have  had 
the  honor  and  privilege  of  serving  with  Marla  Rae  and  Jon  Chandler  — 
two  of  the  most  profanely  funny  bipartisan  lobbyists  in  the  business  —  as 
a  judge  in  the  Golden  Gobbler  Awards  honoring  the  worst  bills  introduced 
each  session.  This  party  has  been  around  forever,  hosted  by  Pamela  Jones, 
Mark  Nelson  and  his  lobby  firm.  Public  Affairs  Counsel,  at  their  beautiful  home  on  the 
Willamette.  Mark  invites  legislators,  staff  and  lobbyists,  and  the  price  of  admission  is  a 
sense  of  humor  and  a  bill  that  should  not  be.  Four  frozen  rock  Cornish  game  hens  and 
a  frozen  turkey  were  the  prizes.  And  yes,  the  lobbyists  have  to  report  themselves  to  the 
Oregon  Ethics  Commission. 

Sen.  “Pretty  Boy”  Floyd  Prozanski  got  an  honorable  mention  for  SB  461,  his  bill  to 
permit  Oregonians  to  get  a  replacement  drivers  license  if  they  dislike  the  photograph  on 
their  license.  We  accused  Floyd  of  running  for  some  as-yet  unidentified  statewide  office 
and  attempting  to  solicit  the  vote  of  every  female  in  the  state.  And  Sen.  Brian  “Spyman” 
Boquist  got  recognition  for  SB  176,  his  bill  to  outlaw  Sharia  Law  in  Oregon.  Why,  you 
might  ask?  Even  former  Gov.  John  Kitzhaber  got  a  game  hen  for  his  pre-session  filed 
HB  2401,  which  creates  an  excise  tax  on  wild  bird  feed.  Since  former  turkey,  Cylvia 
Hayes,  was  unable  to  be  there  to  accept  the  bird,  we  sent  it  to  that  hyper-vigilant  guard 
at  the  Deschutes  County  Dump. 

However,  the  winner  far  outdistanced  its  opponents.  Hidden  deep  within  the  bowels 
of  A-Engrossed  Senate  Bill  298  was  one  of  the  scariest  unforeseen  consequences  hidden 
in  a  seemingly  innocuous  proposal  which  could  have  wreaked  havoc  for  generations 
of  Oregonians!  On  its  face,  its  relating  cause  seemed  like  mere  window-dressing:  It 
simply  changed  the  name  of  the  State  Board  of  Massage  Therapists  to  the  much  sexier 


and  elucidating  State  Board  of  Massage  Therapists  and  Bod5rworkers!  But  it  contained 
this  poison  pill:  ORS  687.011(4)(b)  now  specifically  excludes  high-velocity,  short- 
amplitude  manipulative  thrusting  from  the  definition  of  “massage.”  Now,  unlike  you. 
I’m  not  sure  what  all  that  means.  But  I  think  we  may  have  inadvertently  just  outlawed 
twerking! 

Speaking  of  turkeys,  you  got  any  birdseed  left  for  those  two  snake  oil  salesmen, 
Obama  and  Wyden,  and  their  latest  attempt  to  fast-track  a  Trans-Pacific  Partnership 
plan?  As  much  as  I  like  these  guys,  they  are  once  again  dead  wrong  on  trade,  just  like 
they  were  on  NAFTA.  What’s  with  this  sucking  up  to  corporate  America  at  the  Nike 
campus  over  another  bad  deal?  Remember  20  years  ago  when  Uncle  Phil  changed  his 
corporate  logo  from  “Just  Do  It”  to  “Just  Screw  U”  and  stopped  supporting  Oregon 
athletics  when  the  UO,  under  pressure  from  its  students,  faculty,  local  human  rights 
groups  and  unions,  joined  an  international  oversight  group  to  examine  labor  practices  in 
Uncle  Phil’s  far-flung  factory  empire? 

And  what  exactly  did  NAFTA  get  us  after  20  years?  According  to  the  Huffington 
Post:  One  million  U.S.  jobs  lost,  a  $181  billion  U.S.  trade  deficit  with  NAFTA  partners 
Mexico  and  Canada  and  growing  income  inequality.  Uncle  Phil  and  the  other  off-shore 
manufacturers  created  their  own  sham  oversight  commission.  Ironically,  20  years  later, 
Nike  just  reported  that  its  own  commission  announced  that  over  30  percent  of  Nike’s 
foreign  plants  are  out  of  compliance  with  wages  or  workers  rights  issues.  And  now  you 
want  us  to  fast-track  this  current  dog? 

Speaking  of  dogs,  are  Oregon  Democrats  the  luckiest  people  in  the  world,  or  what? 
Not  only  did  we  have  Art  “Urine  Specimen”  Robinson  take  over  the  Oregon  Republican

So  You  Won’t  Recognize  Me”  Richardson  run  for  governor  last  year:  We  now  have  the 
prospect  of  Sid  Leiken  running  for  governor  next  year!  You  remember  Sid,  don’t  you? 
County  commissioner,  former  Springfield  mayor  and  oh,  yeah,  used  to  be  a  Democrat?

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A  LITTLE  NOW,  OR  MORE  LATER 

Please  join  me  in  voting  “yes”  on  Lane  County’s  vehicle  registration  fee.  It  is 
needed,  fair  and  Lane  County’s  only  practical  option. 

To  be  sure,  the  proposal  isn’t  perfect.  Economists  say  we’d  have  a  more  efficient 
transportation  market  —  i.e.,  we’d  reduce  overall  spending  —  if  we  adopted  a  package 
of  user  fees  more  closely  tied  to  actual  costs.  In  an  ideal  world,  first  we  would  adopt  a 
fee  to  maintain  our  existing  roads  based  on  miles  driven  and  vehicle  weight.  (Oregon 
already  does  this  for  freight  trucks  but  not  for  passenger  vehicles.)  Second,  we  would 
adopt  an  additional  fee  for  driving  during  peak  hours,  as  traffic  congestion  creates 
the  need  to  construct  new  and  wider  roads.  (For  example,  we  are  spending  over  $200 
million  on  just  the  1-5  Beltline  interchange  in  response  to  commuter  traffic.)  Third, 
we  would  adopt  a  fee  for  emissions  linked  to  climate  change  and  other  environmental 
problems.  Fourth,  to  ensure  that  those  who  don’t  drive  can  nonetheless  get  around,  we 
would  invest  in  safe,  practical  and  affordable  options  for  riding  the  bus,  bicycling  or 
walking.  Finally,  to  ensure  a  level  playing  field  from  place  to  place,  such  a  package 
would  be  adopted  nationally,  or  at  least  statewide.  Alas,  we  don’t  live  in  an  ideal  world. 
With  Washington,  D.C.,  in  gridlock  and  Salem  in  the  slow  lane  when  it  comes  to 
transportation  funding,  we  aren’t  likely  to  see  such  a  package  anytime  soon. 

Meanwhile,  federal  timber  payments  have  officially  ended  (although  we  might  receive 
some  federal  money  for  a  couple  more  years).  With  this  major  source  of  funding  for  road 
maintenance  drying  up  and  with  no  one  else  in  sight  coming  to  our  rescue,  responsibility 
for  maintaining  our  roads  rests  with  us.  We  can  choose  to  pay  a  little  more  now  with  a 
vehicle  registration  fee  —  or  a  lot  more  later.  The  vehicle  registration  fee  will  also  provide 
funding  to  all  12  cities  in  Lane  County  to  help  maintain  local  streets. 

The  Lane  County  Roads  Advisory  Committee  reviewed  some  28  different  funding 
options  and  concluded  unanimously  that  the  only  politically  and  legally  feasible  way 
to  raise  the  needed  funds  was  with  a  vehicle  registration  fee.  In  particular,  current  state 
law  limits  a  local  gas  tax  to  less  than  what  is  needed. 

Fortunately,  although  not  perfect,  the  proposed  fee  is  relatively  fair.  Anyone  who 
can  afford  thousands  of  dollars  a  year  to  own,  insure,  maintain  and  fuel  a  vehicle  should 
be  able  to  afford  a  modest  $35  extra  per  year.  As  most  vehicle  owners  drive  similar 
distances  —  the  industry  standard  is  12,000  miles  per  year  —  the  fee  is  roughly  if  not 
perfectly  proportional  to  miles  driven  and  actual  wear  and  tear  on  roads.  And  with  the 
use  of  vehicle  fees  protected  by  both  the  state  Constitution  and  an  annual  citizen  audit 
committee,  voters  are  assured  that  taxes  will  go  just  to  maintaining  roads. 

The  vehicle  registration  fee  is  needed,  reasonably  fair  and  inexpensive  to  administer. 
It  will  end  up  saving  taxpayers  money.  It  is  the  responsible  choice,  as  there  is  no  viable 
alternative  available  to  us.  Join  me  in  voting  “yes”  on  Measure  20-231.

School  is  in  horrible  shape  and  we  cannot 
continue  to  educate  our  children  in  that 
building.  I  have  had  trouble  getting  behind 
supporting  the  $7  million  bond  because 
of  my  intense  distrust  of  the  current 
superintendent.  But  like  all  the  other  10 
or  more  superintendents  I  have  seen  come 
and  go  in  my  29  years  with  the  Marcola 
School  District  as  a  parent,  foster  parent, 
cheerleader,  critic,  employee  and  volunteer, 
this  one  will  also  go,  eventually.  If  it  is  with 
this  feather  in  his  cap,  he  can  take  it,  but  at 
least  we  will  have  a  usable  school  and,  as 
promised,  a  community  center. 

Last  year  I  was  on  the  selection 
committee  for  a  new  superintendent  and  I 
was  as  excited  about  having  Bill  Watkins 
come  on  board  as  I  was  disappointed 
just  a  few  months  later,  from  personal 
experience.  While  he  has  made  the  positive 
changes  he  has  boasted  about,  it  was  not 
his  magic  wand  that  allowed  him  to  do  so. 
It  was  the  sacrifices  of  the  staff,  community 
and  the  last  administration  that  kept  our 
district  afloat  during  the  recession,  giving 
him  a  solid  foundation  to  start  from. 

It  will  be  the  people  of  this  community 
and  school  staff  that  will  keep  working  for 
the  students,  and  maybe  the  superintendent 
will  surprise  me.  But  Marcola  cannot 
survive  without  a  new  school;  we  won’t 
have  a  community  if  our  kids  are  shipped  to 
Springfield  every  day — which  will  also  tax  us.

FIX  THE  BIGGER  PROBLEM 

Oregon  PERS  isn’t  responsible  for 
the  loss  of  funding  for  school  districts. 
Oregonians  approved  Measures  5  and  50 
that  reduced  the  property  taxes  allocated 
for  schools.  Before,  school  districts  and 
other  taxing  districts  increased  property 
taxes  to  fund  operations.  Now,  the  tax 
burden  for  schools  has  shifted  to  Oregon’s 
General  Fund  revenues.  Unfortunately,  no 
provision  was  made  to  provide  funding 
to  cover  the  loss.  The  state  government, 
relying  on  income  tax  receipts,  is  consumed 
by  funding  education. 

The  Supreme  Court  declared  the  PERS 
COLA  allocation  scheme  a  “contractual 
impairment.”  PERS  is  effectively  off  the 
table  as  a  revenue  source.  The  solution  is 
obvious.  Fix  the  fatal  flaws  in  Measures  5 
and  50  by  providing  an  additional  revenue 
source  dedicated  to  education.  A  sales  tax, 
a  net  profits  tax  or  some  other  revenue  can 
refund  the  education  budget. 

Vilifying  and  ridiculing  public 
employees  or  wishing  they’d  just  die  already 


is  not  going  to  solve  the  problem.  What  we 
need  is  for  our  political  and  commentary 
class  to  find  legal,  ethical  and  courageous 
solutions  to  the  financial  problems  of  our 
schools.  What  other  ideas  do  we  have?  Let’s 
find  some  that  are  acceptable  and  don’t  set 
one  group  against  another.

CELL  TOWER  PROBLEMS 

Crossfire  Church  is  trying  to  put  a  75- 
foot  cell  tower  in  a  residential  neighborhood 
near  daycare  centers,  schools  and  homes. 

The  Crossfire  pastor  took  over  the 
payments  on  the  property  at  the  end  of  2012. 
At  the  cell  tower  pre-application  meeting 
on  January  2014,  he  told  neighbors  that  the 
cell  tower  was  the  only  way  he  could  pay 
the  mortgage.  I  found  this  disturbing.  To 
me  it  seemed  that  the  property  was  bought 
for  its  potential  as  a  possible  cell  tower  site 
and  not  a  community  church. 

You  can’t  have  a  community  church 
when  your  neighbors  are  concerned  about 
health  risks,  losses  of  property  value, 
view  and  tranquility.  Cell  tower  cooling 
equipment  is  noisy;  sometimes  even  with 
this  equipment  there  are  fires. 

In  May  2014,  the  Eugene  planners’ 
initial  report  found  10-plus  pages  of 
problems  with  a  cell  tower  at  the  Crossfire 
site,  i.e.  “the  simulated  mono-pine  looks 
comical  in  the  setting.”  The  Amazon 
Trail  across  from  the  site  was  developed 
with  tax  dollars  and  belongs  to  all  of  us.

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We’re  hearing  some  grumbles  about  the 
Glenwood  Refinement  Project  and  some 
residents  and  businesses  that  might  be 
affected  or  even  displaced.  One  drawing  of  the 
new  Franklin  Boulevard  Project  through 
Glenwood  shows  four  roundabouts  within  1 
mile,  requiring  widening  in  several  places  that 
would  take  out  entire  buildings  and  business 
frontage.  The  new  Planned  Parenthood  building 
could  lose  part  of  its  setback  from  the  street. 
One  disabled  vet,  Richard  Galyon,  wrote  to 
Springfield  planners  saying,  “You  need  to  stop 
this  waste  of  money  and  step  back  and  get  the 
needs  of  the  entire  community  met  first.  The 
ridiculous  road  work  and  excessive  expansion 
of  Franklin  Boulevard  can  wait.”  The  Springfield 
Planning  Commission  is  looking  at  Glenwood 
options  and  how  to  accommodate  a  planned 
hotel  and  convention  center.  The  Candlewood 
Suites  hotel  on  Franklin  near  1-5  was  completed 
last  year,  and  1-5  interchange  improvements  at 
Franklin  are  coming. 

Tsunami  Books  on  south  Willamette  is  in 
the  middle  of  an  Indiegogo  crowdfunding 
campaign  and  has  raised  about  $6,950  so  far 
with  a  goal  of  $40,000.  Find  a  link  at  the 
Tsunami  Facebook  page.  Owner  Scott  Landfield 
says  the  independent  bookstore  has  hosted 
more  than  3,000  events  overthe  past  20  years, 
from  music  performances  to  film  showings  to 
poetry  workshops.  The  building  has  a  new 
owner  and  the  rent  will  be  going  up.  “The 
immediate  object  of  this  campaign,”  Landfield 
says,  “is  to  re-invigorate  Tsunami’s  activities 
and  events  venue,  and  to  aid  in  the  upkeep  of 
this  community  center  in  beautiful  south 
Eugene.” 

Brown  butcher  paper  has  covered  the 
windows  of  the  much-loved  Eugene  City 
Bakery  at  19th  and  Agate  since  it  closed  on 
May  3.  Some  neighbors  have  been  hopeful  that 
Beppe  and  Gianni’s  Trattoria  across  the  street 
would  take  it  over  in  some  form,  with  Beppe’s 
talented  daughters  doing  the  baking.  Not  going 
to  happen,  Beppe  says,  “too  early.” 

New  business  in  town  is  Big  Slice  Pizza  on 
West  13th  Avenue,  across  from  the  downtown 
Eugene  Fire  Station.  Owner  Glenn  Eitelman 
calls  it  a  “little  hole  in  the  wall”  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Big  City  Gaming  building.  He’s  a  former 
chef  and  restaurant  consultant  who  has  worked 
on  the  East  Coast  and  Caribbean  and  has 
trained  with  world  class  culinary  “stars.”  He 
says  his  New  York  style  pizza  is  “different  from 
others  in  the  city  by  using  an  Old  World  pizza 
dough  handling  method  that  I  learned  from  the 
folks  at  Pepe’s  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  We 
use  a  starter  (sourdough  like)  one  day  and 
then  make  the  dough  the  next  day  —  this  is 
then  fermented  for  24  to  36  hours.”  Call  636- 
4899  orvisitbigpizzaslice.com. 

Eugene’s  Community  Center  for  the 
Performing  Arts,  aka  WOW  Hall,  is  hosting  its 
annual  free  historic  exhibit  and  display  from  5 
to  ?  pm  Friday,  May  15,  at  WOW  Hall,  291 W.  8th 
Ave.,  followed  by  a  square  dance  at  2:30  pm 
with  caller  Rosie  Sweetman  and  the  Eugene 
City  Barnstormers. 

KOCF-Fern  Ridge  Radio  is  hoping  to  begin 
broadcasting  June  16  at  92.5  FM.  The  low- 
power  station  is  intended  to  be  a  self-sustaining 
project  of  the  Oregon  Country  Fair  and  will  serve 
a  10-mile  radius  including  Veneta,  Elmira  and 
Noti.  One  purpose  of  the  station  is  to  provide 
emergency  broadcasting  service  to  the  Fern 
Ridge  area  in  the  event  of  an  earthquake  or 
other  disaster.  The  campaign  at  kocforg  has 
raised  about  $8,500  toward  a  goal  of  $20,000. 
Funds  will  go  for  initial  broadcasting  equipment 
and  a  small  production  studio.

RAPE  SURVIVOR  SEEKS 
TO  CHANGE  OREGON  LAWS 

In  1998,  Brenda  Tracy  reported  to  the  police  that  she  was 
sexually  assaulted  —  gang-raped  —  by  four  men,  two  of  them 
Oregon  State  football  players.  More  than  16  years  after  the  or¬ 
deal,  Tracy  is  speaking  out  and  working  to  change  Oregon  laws 
dealing  with  campus  sexual  assault. 

The  University  of  Oregon  Intercollegiate  Athletics  Com¬ 
mittee  is  sponsoring  a  talk  by  Tracy  on  Thursday,  May  14. 

Tracy  says  the  incident  at  an  apartment  in  Corvallis  lasted 
about  seven  hours,  and  she  was  in  and  out  of  consciousness. 
In  the  aftermath,  she  was  suicidal.  She  agreed  to  get  a  rape 
kit  done  at  the  hospital  but  had  resolved  to  kill  herself  after¬ 
ward.  However,  the  compassionate  interaction  she  had  with  the 
emergency  room  nurse  who  examined  and  treated  her  changed 
Tracy’s  mind:  “I  asked  God  over  and  over  why  I  am  here  if 
only  to  be  raped  and  beaten?  He  told  me  to  be  a  nurse.” 

Tracy,  who  is  now  a  nurse,  later  dropped  the  charges  against 
the  men  —  she  tells  EW  she  was  a  mother  of  two  young  chil¬ 
dren,  fragile,  suicidal  and  dealing  with  death  threats  from  peo¬ 
ple  reacting  to  the  allegations,  and  the  district  attorney  told  her 
it  would  be  a  “he-said,  she-said  case.” 

Tracy  says,  “I  was  not  told  they  confessed.  I  was  lied  to.” 
She  says  her  rape  kit  was  destroyed  almost  four  years  before 
the  statute  of  limitations  on  the  case  ran  out,  and  the  audio  tape 
of  the  players’  confessions  was  destroyed  when  OSU  played  in 
the  Fiesta  Bowl  in  2001. 

Although  Tracy  was  not  a  student,  the  players  were,  so  she 
later  turned  to  OSU  “wanting  to  have  some  sort  of  justice”  and 
because  “I  wanted  to  make  sure  no  one  else  was  hurt  by  them.” 

She  said  she  left  her  meeting  with  OSU  “thinking  they  were 
going  to  do  something.”  Instead  the  players  got  a  one-game 
suspension  and  community  service  hours.  She  says  other  play¬ 
ers  were  suspended  that  same  game  for  a  bar  fight. 

“Gang  rape  was  equated  to  a  bar  fight,”  Tracy  says.  She  then 
“retreated  to  a  life  of  shame  and  pretended  it  never  happened.” 

In  November  2014,  she  went  to  The  Oregonian  and  told 
her  story  to  sports  writer  John  Canzano.  Since  then  OSU  has 
apologized  to  Tracy,  and  she  has  begun  to  speak  out  and  take 
action  against  campus  rape. 

“It’s  sad  to  me  because  this  is  still  happening  today,”  Tracy 
says,  adding  that  schools  worry  more  about  their  reputations 
and  donors  than  they  do  about  victims.  She  says  there  needs  to 
be  a  shift  that  brings  the  issue  out  into  the  open. 

Tracy  is  working  to  pass  several  bills  dealing  with  campus 
sexual  assault  in  the  Oregon  Legislature  this  session:  HB  3476 
would  protect  the  confidentiality  of  conversations  between 
sexual-assault  survivors  and  their  advocates.  SB  759  would 
require  that  universities  provide  easy-to-read,  written  informa¬ 
tion  to  sexual  assault  victims  regarding  their  rights. 

Finally,  HB  2317  would  also  affect  non-campus  related 
sexual  assault  as  it  seeks  to  extend  the  statute  of  limitations  to 
prosecute  rape  from  six  to  12  years.

ARE  THERE  BETTER  OPTIONS 
TO  THE  COUNTY  VEHICLE  FEE? 

Who  came  up  with  the  vehicle  registration  fee  (VRF)  measure 
on  the  May  19  ballot  and  why  were  other,  more  palatable  options 
not  suggested?  Judging  by  letters  to  the  editor  in  EW  and  The 
Register-Guard,  these  questions  remain  unanswered  in  the  minds 
of  many  voters  as  the  Tuesday  voting  deadline  approaches. 

“The  proposal  was  not  generated  or  authored  by  any  one  per¬ 
son,”  says  Lane  County  Administrator  Steve  Mokrohisky.  “In 
fact,  it  was  a  citizen  panel  that  recommended  the  fee  to  the  board.” 

The  Road  Advisory  Committee  is  a  citizen  panel  that  advises 
on  road  and  bridge  maintenance  issues,  Mokrohisky  says.  RAC 
evaluated  some  28  different  funding  options  allowed  by  law,  in¬ 
cluding  a  gas  tax,  sales  tax,  bicycle  tax,  local  property  tax  levy, 
transportation  utility  fee,  toll  roads  and  a  transportation  service 
district. 

Each  funding  option  was  evaluated  based  on  11  criteria  such 
as  revenue  potential,  public  acceptance,  equity  (flat  tax  vs.  pro¬ 
gressive  tax)  and  implementation  difficulty. 

Not  considered  were  fees  on  large  trucks  and  buses,  which 
already  pay  a  state-assessed  weight-mile  tax  that’s  adjusted  regu¬ 
larly  by  ODOT.  Commercial  vehicles  are  exempt  by  law  from 
local  taxes  or  fees. 

How  about  boosting  the  gas  tax?  Commissioner  Pete  So¬ 
rensen  says  five  cities  already  have  their  own  gas  taxes,  and  ap¬ 
plying  a  gas  tax  to  the  unincorporated  areas  would  only  generate 
$1.5  million  toward  the  budget  gap  of  $9  million. 

“We  also  have  been  informed  that  if  the  county  chose  to  pur¬ 
sue  a  gas  tax  at  any  level,  we  would  be  strongly  opposed  at  the 
state  level,”  Sorenson  says.  “We  wanted  to  put  our  efforts  toward 
something  that  had  a  reasonable  chance  of  success.  In  our  ex¬ 
haustive  review  of  revenue  options,  we  found  that  there  isn’t  a 
perfect  approach,  and  we  agree  that  the  VRF  is  not  perfect.  It  is 
modest  (less  than  $3  a  month),  it’s  cost  effective  to  administer 
and  allows  Lane  County  to  generate  money  locally  that  will  be 
spent  locally.” 

“Ultimately,”  Mokrohisky  says,  “the  RAC  recommended  to 
the  Board  of  Commissioners,  on  a  unanimous  vote,  to  consider 
implementing  a  vehicle  registration  fee.  The  board  then  unani¬ 
mously  voted  to  refer  the  question  to  voters.” 

Will  it  pass?  The  county  conducted  two  separate  public  re¬ 
search  surveys  in  2014.  Both  surveys  showed  voter  support  ex¬ 
ceeding  50  percent  for  a  registration  fee  of  $35  per  year  or  $70  for 
a  two-year  registration. 

But  with  low  voter  turnout  anticipated,  the  fate  of  the 
measure  will  likely  be  determined  by  the  rela- 
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EUGENE  SISTER  CITY  PROGRAM 
SUFFERS  FROM  BUDGET  CUTS 

The  April  25  earthquake  that  struck  near  Kathmandu,  Nepal,  followed  by  a  second  earth¬ 
quake  near  Mount  Everest  on  May  12,  brought  the  tiny  South  Asian  country  to  the  forefront 
of  the  national  conscience  and  brought  out  Eugene’s  generous  donors. 

Eugene  has  had  special  ties  to  Kathmandu  since  1975,  when  the  two  cities  partnered 
through  Sister  Cities  International.  Recent  confusion  over  the  nonprofit  status  of  Eugene- 
Kathmandu  Sister  City  Association,  which  was  accepting  donations  through  the  Kathmandu 
Relief  website,  has  called  attention  to  the  sister  city  program  and  its  lack  of  funding. 

Although  the  Eugene  City  Council  recently  voted  to  donate  $50,000  for  disaster  relief  to 
Kathmandu,  the  sister  city  program  itself  has  witnessed  a  series  of  budget  cuts  since  2002, 
when  Eugene  “drastically”  reduced  funding  for  the  program,  according  to  Ki-Won  Rhew, 
president  of  the  Eugene  Sister  City  Organization.  Since  that  time,  the  program  has  relied  on 
fundraising  to  supplement  the  costs  of  travel  and  communication. 

Eugene  has  three  other  sister  cities:  Kakegawa,  Japan;  Jinju,  South  Korea;  and  Irkutsk, 
Russia.  Every  sister  city  has  a  committee,  comprised  of  volunteers,  that  facilitates  exchanges 
of  delegates  between  the  cities. 

According  to  a  2015  report  from  the  Eugene  Kakegawa  Sister  City  Committee,  the  city 
allocated  $2,500  for  the  2014-15  year.  In  past  years,  the  report  says,  the  city  has  allocated 
$7,000  per  year,  and  the  committee  had  set  a  budget  of  $4,865  for  2014-15. 

“Our  budget  for  the  normal  year  predicts  $2,750  in  costs  to  host  the  Inbound  Adult  Del¬ 
egation,”  the  report  says.  “So  total  funding  of  $2,500  isn’t  adequate  to  act  as  official  hosts 
during  the  normal  year.” 

But  this  isn’t  a  normal  year.  On  May  27,  the  mayor  of  Kakegawa  and  his  wife  are  sched¬ 
uled  to  visit  Eugene  in  a  tour  of  the  city,  including  a  visit  to  Shasta  Middle  School,  which  has 
a  sister  school  relationship  with  Japan’s  Kakegawa  North. 

Because  sister  city  mayors  rarely 
visit,  “this  visit  with  the  mayor  is  a 
special  occasion,”  says  James  Kne- 
pler,  president  of  the  Eugene  Kakeg¬ 
awa  Sister  City  Committee. 

The  visit  also  necessitates  greater 
funding,  according  to  the  2015  report: 
“We  do  need  to  offer  this  group  a  fit¬ 
ting  level  of  courtesy.  Those  who  have 
been  delegates  to  Japan  will  attest  that 
the  Eugene  delegates  are  treated  royal¬ 
ly.  We  should,  as  a  city,  try  to  sincerely 
reciprocate  if  at  all  possible.” 

Generally,  the  delegates  are  just 
people  interested  in  experiencing  a 
different  culture  firsthand.  “This  may¬ 
or  is  reaUy  interested  in  cross-cultural 
education  and  wants  to  send  kids  to 

Eugene  for  immersion,”  Knepler  says. 

He  adds  that  those  involved  in  the  sister  city  program  are  making  do  and  appreciate  Eu¬ 
gene’s  ongoing  support  of  the  program. 

The  Eugene  Kathmandu  Sister  City  Association  (EKSCA)  has  also  felt  the  impact  of 
funding  reduction,  which  was  tied  to  the  temporary  loss  of  tax-exempt  status.  Delegates  vis¬ 
ited  Kathmandu  in  2000  but  didn’t  visit  again  until  2014,  says  Dennis  Ramsey,  president  of 
EKSCA. 

Kathmandu  Relief  reports  on  its  website  that  the  sister  city  organization’s  tax-exempt 
status  is  being  reinstated  and  all  donations  will  go  directly  to  Kathmandu  relief  efforts.  It  has 
raised  more  than  $20,000  and  has  a  goal  of  $100,000.  —  Mike  Bivins

LAWMAKERS  WRESTLE  WITH 
BODY  CAMERA  POLICIES 

In  the  wake  of  police  shootings  across  the  country,  several  bills  regarding  po¬ 
lice  body  cameras  were  proposed  in  this  year’s  Oregon  legislative  session.  Only 
one  major  bill  is  left,  focusing  on  the  issue  of  the  body  cams  and  public  records. 

Rep.  Lew  Frederick  (D-Portland)  started  with  a  bill  mandating  that  every  law 
enforcement  agency  in  the  state  equip  its  officers  with  body  cameras.  It  quickly 
became  clear  that  would  be  financially  impossible  for  many  counties  and  rural 
areas  in  Oregon. 

Lawmakers  ended  up  with  HB  2571  —  a  bill  that  would  create  a  “policy 
floor”  for  the  law  enforcement  agencies  that  choose  to  use  body  cameras. 

The  Eugene  Police  Department  currently  has  18  officers  who  wear  body 
cameras,  according  to  EPD  spokesperson  Melinda  McLaughlin.  She  says  the 
downtown  patrol  and  traffic  officers  received  the  cameras  as  part  of  a  pilot  proj¬ 
ect  to  see  if  they  would  be  effective  in  the  Eugene  community. 

“It’s  a  really  good  tool  to  have  in  modern  policing,”  McLaughlin  says.  She 
says  both  the  officers  and  members  of  the  public  benefit  from  having  an  “unbi¬ 
ased”  source  of  information. 

The  Oregon  Legislature  is  trying  to  address  some  of  HB  2571’s  complicated 
privacy  issues.  The  bill  directs  local  jurisdictions  to  have  a  policy  requiring  the 
cameras  are  recording  only  when  an  officer  has  reasonable  suspicion  that  a  law 
enforcement  action  will  be  taken.  Also,  it  puts  public  records  requests  for  body 
cam  footage  under  review  of  the  courts. 

Given  concerns  about  protecting  the  privacy  of  the  public  and  of  officers,  bill 
sponsor  Rep.  Jennifer  Williamson  (D-Portland)  says  the  best  plan  was  to  have 
a  judge  be  the  gatekeeper  on  the  footage  and  decide  whether  the  footage  is  in 
the  public  interest. 

“People  are  at  their  worst  moments,  generally,  when  they  are  being  filmed 
by  a  police  body  camera,”  Williamson  testified  to  the  House  Committee  on  Ju¬ 
diciary. 

McLaughlin  says  that  very  few  public  records  requests  for  EPD  body 
cam  footage  have  been  made,  and  privacy  issues  have  not  yes  come  up.  But 
McLaughlin  says  EPD  currently  treats  them  just  as  it  does  requests  for  vehicle 
videos  or  photographs.  Officers  must  give  permission  before  a  photograph  or 
recording  of  them  is  released,  and  private  information  like  Social  Security  num¬ 
bers  must  be  redacted. 

In  addition  to  putting  release  of  the  videos  in  the  hands  of  a  judge,  HB  2571 
would  make  it  a  state  policy  to  blur  the  faces  of  everyone  in  a  released  video, 
unless  they  gave  written  consent.  It  would  also  create  a  timeframe  for  manda¬ 
tory  retention  of  the  footage. 

The  Oregon  Association  of  Broadcasters  and  the  Oregon  Newspapers  Pub¬ 
lishers  Association  (of  which  The  Register-Guard  is  a  member  and  EW  is  an 
associate  member)  voiced  concerns  that  the  laws  would  be  overly  restrictive. 
OAB  and  ONPA  want  to  get  rid  of  the  requirement  for  the  judge  to  decide 
whether  the  video  is  in  the  “public  interest.” 

Williamson  says  that  protecting  Oregonians’  privacy  is  more  important  than 
giving  news  agencies  unfettered  access  to  body  cam  footage  and  calls  the  criti¬ 
cisms  “unfair.” 

HB  2571  would  also  ban  the  use  of  facial  recognition  technology,  though 
legislators  say  that  ban  is  a  way  to  table  that  issue  for  later  discussion.  Instead 
of  implementing  the  technology  with  no  guidelines,  Williamson  wants  to  make 
sure  the  Legislature  has  a  specific  and  distinct  conversation  first. 

“It’s  often  hard  to  put  the  genie  back  in  the  bottle,”  she  says. 

Meanwhile,  Frederick’s  HB  2704,  which  allows  citizens  to  openly  record 
police  officers  performing  official  duties  in  public,  also  passed  out  of  the  House. 
Currently,  citizen-videographers  can  record  but  must  inform  the  officers  they 
are  recording. 

EPD’s  McLaughlin  says  they  plan  to  equip  more  officers  in  Eugene  with 
body  cameras  soon.  The  Lane  County  Sheriffs  Office  does  not  use  body  cam¬ 
eras  and  has  no  definite  plans  to  buy  any  in  the  near  future. 

HB  2571  passed  out  of  the  House  and  is  now  in  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Judiciary.  — LucyOhlsen

•  Certainly  the  lawsuit  brought  by  two  young  Eugene  girls  asking  the  court  to  require  the 
state  Legislature  to  do  more  to  halt  drastic  climate  change  was  a  powerful  public  relations 
effort.  Judge  Karsten  Rasmussen’s  ruling  against  using  the  public  trust  doctrine  in  this  way 
was  no  surprise.  Can  this  case  be  won  on  any  level  in  any  of  the  50  states  where  it  has  been 
filed?  Or  does  that  matter?  Maybe  the  story  of  our  kids  pleading  for  action  will  shame  our 
leaders  into  doing  more. 

•  Rep.  Peter  DeFazio  is  raging  again  against  corrupt  or  misguided  power  on  the  national 
scene.  Last  week  he  sent  us  a  letter  critical  of  the  Investor-State  Dispute  Settlement  system 
buried  in  the  proposed  Trans-Pacific  Partnership.  He  referenced  a  letter  of  warning  sent  to 
Congress  by  legal  experts  and  that  letter  is  now  on  our  blog.  This  week  DeFazio  is  lambasting 
the  Koch  Brothers,  Monsanto  and  the  big  chemical  and  industrial  food  corporations  pushing  a 
new  bill  in  Congress  called  the  “Keep  Food  Safe  and  Affordable  Act.”  He  calls  it  instead  the 
DARK  Act,  “Deny  Americans  the  Right  to  Know.”  The  bill  would  prohibit  the  FDA  from  ever 
mandating  the  labeling  of  GMDs,  and  blocking  states  from  requiring  GMD  labels  —  even  states 
that  already  have  them.

“I  learned  to  read  at  age  4,”  says  Isabelle  Rogers,  who  entered  first  grade  at  Dak  Hill  School  a 
year  later.

THE 

HAMMERED 

A  new  pub  is  conning  to  Broadway 
and  iVs  making  history

here’s  a  pub  on  the  outskirts  of  London  that  will 
forever  hold  a  piece  of  Colin  Graham’s  heart. 

Though  he  moved  away  from  London  in  2012, 
Graham  can  easily  picture  his  old  neighborhood 
watering  hole,  the  Two  Brewers,  down  to  the  nitty-gritty 
details  —  a  chipped  tile  here,  a  spray  of  graffiti  there.  He 
remembers  the  kindhearted  staff  and  his  friend  performing 
drag  in  its  cabaret,  as  well  as  the  stroll  home  at  the  end  of 
the  night  to  his  flat.  It’s  the  spot  where  he’d  bring  visiting 
friends  and  family  and  where  he  met  the  father  of  his 
children. 

“Certainly  as  a  single  guy,  it  was  a  fantastic  place  to 
go,”  Graham  says,  now  sitting  in  a  bar  in  downtown 
Eugene.  “After  the  number  of  years  that  I  went  there,  it 
just  felt  so  comfortable  and  so  familiar.” 

Graham’s  last  foray  into  the  dating  scene  was  years 
ago  in  London.  That  is,  until  now. 

“The  last  time  I  was  single  the  world  was  a  very 
different  place,”  says  Graham,  who  went  through  a 
divorce  last  autumn.  “I  found  myself  saying,  ‘Boy,  I’d 
love  to  go  to  a  gay  bar.’  That’s  a  familiar  context  for  me.  I 
was  looking  for  that.  It  wasn’t  there.” 

Graham  now  wants  to  recreate  the  spirit  of  the  Two 
Brewers,  a  gay  bar,  in  Eugene  and  come  August,  he  will 
open  the  city’s  first  queer-owned  and  operated  bar.  The 
Hammered  Lamb,  at  150  W.  Broadway. 

In  honor  of  its  inspiration,  Graham  wanted  an 
Anglicized  name  for  his  new  establishment.  He  decided 


on  The  Hammered  Lamb,  a  wink  at  the  London  pub 
featured  in  An  American  Werewolf  in  London,  The 
Slaughtered  Lamb. 

Similar  to  the  Two  Brewers,  the  Eugene  venue  has  two 
main  components:  the  eponymous  pub,  which  will  look 
out  on  Broadway,  and  The  Den  in  back  —  an  event  space, 
which  Thursday  through  Saturday  nights  will  be  run  as  a 
nightclub. 

But  this  isn’t  just  another  bar  —  one  more  place  to 
catch  the  game  or  down  some  shots  —  this  is  a  moment  in 
Eugene  history.  Yes,  Eugene  had  and  has  gay-friendly 
venues,  such  as  Neighbors  and  Cowfish,  but  never  a  place 
owned  and  run  by  a  member  of  the  queer  community. 

Some  argue  that  society  has  progressed  past  the  need 
for  designated  gay  spaces,  but  for  all  of  this  city’s  liberal 
pride,  homophobia  is  alive  and  well.  I’ve  witnessed  it  and 
every  person  in  the  queer  community  I’ve  spoken  to  — 
including  Graham  —  has  their  own  tale  to  tell  about  a 
hurled  slur  or  physical  threats. 

The  Hammered  Lamb  will  be  a  refuge  where  members 
of  the  queer  community  can  flirt  or  dance  or  just  hang  out 
in  a  comfortable  environment  without  fear.  It  joins  a  rich 
tradition  of  bars  being  a  lifeline  for  the  gay  community. 

After  all,  the  gay  liberation  movement  started  in  a  bar: 
In  the  heady,  sticky  summer  days  of  1969,  violent  police 
raids  and  riots  at  New  York’s  Stonewall  Inn  —  a  gay  bar 
in  Greenwich  Village  —  kicked  off  the  battle  for  gay 
rights. 


LET’S  TALK  ABOUT  IT 

Before  we  dive  into  the  story  of  how  The  Hammered 
Lamb  came  to  be,  let’s  hammer  out  some  semantics.  The 
use  of  the  terms  “gay”  and  “queer”  here  are  as  umbrella 
terms,  which  should  be  read  as  shorthand  for  LGBTQA 
—  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual,  trans,  questioning,  asexual  and/ 
or  ally. 

In  an  age  when  society’s  lexicon  hasn’t  kept  pace  with 
the  shift  in  public  opinion,  perhaps  those  terms  fall  short. 

“We  want  a  space  free  of  intolerance  towards  that 
whole  community,”  Graham  explains.  “That’s  the  space 
we’re  creating.  If  queer  is  the  word  for  that,  then  call  it 
queer.” 

BRITISH  INVASION 

After  a  decades-long  career  in  tech  sent  Graham 
around  the  globe,  the  California  native  settled  in  Eugene 
to  raise  his  two  sons  and  to  be  close  to  family  that  has 
moved  to  Oregon. 

Graham,  who  grew  up  in  L.A.,  got  involved  in  the  San 
Francisco  tech  industry  in  the  ’90s,  and  in  2000  “rode  the 
dotcom  wave  to  Europe.”  After  a  brief  stint  in  Paris,  he 
relocated  to  London  where  he  would  eventually  be  hired 
on  as  a  project  manager  for  Skype  —  the  international 
telecommunications  application  software  company. 

“It  was  the  most  magical,  wonderful,  incredible, 
amazing  experience  of  my  entire  life,”  Graham  recalls.  “I 
have  never  loved  a  job  so  passionately.” 

Of  his  dozen  years  living  in  London,  Graham  spent  11 
settled  in  Clapham,  the  southwestern  enclave  where  Two 
Brewers  sits  on  a  street  corner.  During  this  period, 
Graham  and  his  then-partner  decided  to  adopt  children, 
but  after  18  months  of  making  little  progress  in  the  UK, 
they  considered  a  move  to  Oregon,  where  Graham’s  sister, 
grandmother,  aunt  and  cousins  had  relocated  and  where 
friends  of  the  family  told  him  adoption  would  be  easier. 

As  of  July  2012,  Graham  and  his  partner  were  living  in 
Eugene  and  had  taken  up  the  adoption  process  again. 
Graham  was  working  remotely  from  home  as  an  operations 
manager  for  Microsoft,  which  had  absorbed  Skype. 

By  the  end  of  2013,  not  only  had  the  couple  gotten 
married  in  Vancouver,  Washington  (where  same-sex 
marriage  had  just  become  legal),  they  were  the  proud 
parents  of  two  boys. 
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“If  you  are  driven  to  be  as  good  a  parent  as  you  can  be, 
come  here,”  Graham  says  of  the  Oregon  adoption  process. 

In  the  second  half  of  2014,  two  events  occurred  that 
would  change  the  course  of  Graham’s  life.  He  lost  his  job 
during  Microsoft’s  mass  layoff  of  18,000  employees  and 
his  marriage  ended,  amicably.  Graham  and  his  ex-husband 
now  share  custody. 

In  his  former  married  and  family  life,  Graham  says,  “I 
didn’t  step  foot  in  downtown.  I  had  no  idea  what  was 
going  on  in  this  town.  It  wasn’t  until  I  was  single  that  I 
really  knew  there  was  no  gay  bar  here.” 

And  thus  Graham,  who  wasn’t  fond  of  queer  dating 
and  hook-up  apps  like  Grindr  and  Scruff,  embraced  a  new 
mantra:  “Gay  taphouse.” 

“So  I’m  at  Studio  One  [Cafe]  with  my  cousin,”  he 
recalls,  laughing.  “She  comes  back  from  the  bathroom 
and  tosses  Eugene  Weekly  on  the  table  and  it’s  that  cover 
article.”  The  article  “Home:  The  LGBT  community  needs 
a  space  to  call  its  own”  came  out  Nov.  26. 

Graham  then  tracked  down  John  O’Malley,  mentioned 
in  the  article  as  founder  of  the  monthly  LGBTQA  happy 
hour  event.  Made  in  the  U.S.A,  at  The  Barn  Light. 

“I  read  what  John  had  to  say  and  found  that  we  shared 
a  lot  of  the  same  culture  shock,”  Graham  says.  “What  we 
were  both  used  to,  it  was  very  different  in  Eugene.  I  was 
like,  I  need  to  talk  to  this  guy  and  maybe  there’s  a  meeting 
of  the  minds.” 

By  March,  Graham  had  convinced  O’Malley  to  join 
the  venture  as  the  venue’s  events  producer  and  marketing 
director. 

MEET  THE  LAMB  AND  THE  WOLF 

Initially,  Graham  was  looking  to  open  a  6,000-square- 
foot  event  space,  but  O’Malley  steered  him  away  from  that 
concept  to  something  more  manageable  and  affordable, 
like  a  pub.  Graham,  who  is  financing  the  The  Hammered 
Lamb,  didn’t  want  to  go  into  debt.  “I  wanted  to  do  it 
without  borrowing  and  let  that  decide  everything,”  he  says. 

After  months  of  looking  for  a  location  and  lining  up 
permits,  a  liquor  license,  insurance  and  vendors,  Graham 
says  he  and  O’Malley  have  finally  arrived  at  the  “fun  stuff.” 

Pasquerelli  Construction,  the  builders  who  worked  on 
other  downtown  spots  The  Barn  Light  and  Sizzle  Pie, 
began  remodeling  the  interior  in  April,  leaving  behind  no 
remnants  of  its  former  tenant.  Lord  Leebrick  Theatre 
Company,  which  housed  its  administrative  offices  there 
from  2009  to  2012.  The  space  has  been  vacant  since. 

“The  interior  design  is  essentially  finalized,”  O’Malley 
says.  Sitting  next  to  Graham  in  a  bar  downtown,  he 
unrolls  some  tentative  designs  by  GMA  Architects  —  the 
same  firm  that  designed  the  interior  of  Tacovore  in  the 
Whiteaker  neighborhood.  “It’s  going  to  be  big  and  cozy  at 
the  same  time.” 

O’Malley  points  on  the  paper  to  a  row  of  windows  on 
Broadway.  They  are  replacing  the  permanently  shut  glass 
panes  with  windows  that  open  to  the  street,  where  there  will 
be  sidewalk  seating  for  the  pub,  serving  lunch,  dinner  and 
general  pub  fare  throughout  the  day,  seven  days  a  week. 

Both  the  pub  and  The  Den  will  have  a  bar,  and  while 
the  two  spaces  are  connected,  they  will  also  have  separate 
entrances,  one  to  the  pub  on  Broadway  and  an  alley 
entrance  to  The  Den. 

“We  want  it  really  to  have  a  multipurpose  quality  to  it 
that  doesn’t  just  exist  on  a  nightlife  identity,”  O’Malley 
says.  Patrons  “can  be  in  the  front  cozy  pub  or  they  can  go 
back  to  The  Den,  where  it’s  dark  and  more  exciting  and 
more  modern.” 

Touring  the  2,770-square-foot  site  later  that  day, 
Graham  and  O’Malley  describe  how  the  front  bar  will 
divide  the  space  horizontally,  parallel  to  the  street.  In  the 
back  half  of  the  space,  O’Malley  points  to  the  dressing- 
room  area,  which  will  be  next  to  the  DJ  booth,  envisioned 
as  a  window  framed  in  lights  overlooking  the  event  space. 

“We  are  anticipating  doing  some  really  fun  neon  work  in 
the  space  in  a  really  exciting  and  modern  way,”  O’Malley 
says.  The  event  space  will  also  be  available  to  rent  out. 

Graham  and  O’Malley  have  tapped  Brianna  Bulski  of 
Little  Arrow,  a  Eugene  design  studio,  to  do  the  branding 
for  the  space.  The  brand  identity  for  The  Hammered  Lamb 
will  be,  you  guessed  it,  a  lamb,  and  a  wolf  for  The  Den 
—  a  playful  nod  to  one  of  Aesop’s  fables. 


CITY  OF  DREAMS 

Early  on  in  the  planning,  Graham  and  O’Malley 
reached  out  to  the  city. 

“I  started  doing  research  and  I  found  out  that  Eugene 
has  a  really  great  human  rights  initiative  through  the 
city,”  O’Malley  says.  “I  thought  it  would  be  a  great  start, 
especially  because  we’re  working  with  the  queer 
community.” 

O’Malley  contacted  Michael  Kinnison,  the  program 
manager  for  the  city  of  Eugene’s  Office  of  Human  Rights 
&  Neighborhood  Involvement,  who  in  turn  brought  in 
Nan  Laurence,  a  senior  planner  for  the  city  with  a  focus 
on  developing  downtown.  The  four  of  them  met  in  April 
to  discuss  the  new  venture. 

Laurence  wanted  them  to  know  they  had  a  buddy 
downtown  to  ease  them  through  the  process,  whether  that 
be  guidance  in  acquiring  an  OLCC  license  or  applying  for 
the  city’s  downtown  loan  fund. 

“When  you  think  about  a  high-functioning,  attractive, 
economically  sustainable  downtown,  all  these  pieces  have 
to  work  together,”  Laurence  says  of  all  the  new  businesses 
convening  in  the  urban  core.  “I  think  The  Hammered 
Lamb  is  bringing  in  a  central  piece.” 

Laurence  explains  that  downtown  should  be  for 
everyone.  “The  LGBT  focus  really  speaks  to  inclusion,” 
she  says.  The  city’s  “overall  goal  is  to  have  everyone 
come  downtown  on  a  regular  basis.  What’s  not  to  love?” 

The  new  venue,  she  says,  will  also  draw  students 
downtown,  helping  bridge  the  town-and-gown  divide. 


Graham  and  O’Malley  also  met  with  Mayor  Kitty 
Piercy  and  consulted  with  Sgt.  Larry  Crompton  of  the 
Eugene  Police  Department,  who  gave  them  pointers  for 
The  Hammered  Lamb’s  security  system. 

“One  of  the  things  I  learned  with  nightlife  in  New 
York  is  that  the  best  approach  to  running  a  successful 
nightclub  is  to  be  as  transparent  with  the  city  as  possible,” 
says  O’Malley,  who  moved  to  Eugene  from  New  York  last 
summer.  “If  you  open  a  dialogue  with  them  and  you 
create  an  experience  where  they  know  they  can  come  to 
you  and  you  can  go  to  them,  that  creates  a  safe 
environment.” 

Graham  nods  in  agreement.  Later  he  adds,  “I  would 
love  to  write  something  about  my  process  for  starting  this 
business  up  just  simply  to  highlight  Eugene  as  an 
exemplary  place  to  get  what  you  need  if  you’re  going  it 
alone  and  you  want  to  start  a  business.” 

It’s  not  only  the  city  offering  guidance.  “It’s  nothing 
but  a  big  collaboration  of  business  down  here,”  Graham 
says.  “All  we’re  getting  is  support.” 

Oregon  Contemporary  Theatre  (formerly  Lord 
Leebrick  Theatre  Company)  sits  on  the  same  block  as  The 
Hammered  Lamb,  a  block  whose  storefronts  have  been 
slow  to  fill.  OCT  artistic  director  Craig  Willis  writes  in 
an  email  to  EW  that  he  is  glad  to  see  another  empty  space 


occupied  and  looks  forward  to  mutually  supportive 
relationships  with  neighbors. 

Tobi  Sovak,  owner  of  Noisette  Pastry  Kitchen  —  a 
block  west  of  The  Hammered  Lamb  location  —  says  she’s 
thrilled  more  business  is  coming  to  that  stretch  of 
downtown. 

“At  first  when  I  heard  it  was  a  bar,  I  was  like,  ‘We  don’t 
need  another  bar,”  Sovak  says.  “But  when  I  heard  it  was 
a  gay  bar,  I  was  like  ‘Yeah,  we  need  one!’  We  need  more 
diversity  downtown.’” 

SAFE  SPACES 

Graham,  46,  never  came  out.  “I  was  never  in,”  he  says. 
“I’m  very  fortunate  with  my  family.  I  never  for  one 
moment  in  my  childhood  faced  any  kind  of  oppression  or 
even  a  suggestion  that  being  gay  had  negative 
connotations.”  He  adds,  “That’s  why  it  was  so  shocking 
when  I  did  finally  experience  it.” 

Growing  up  in  L.A.,  the  first  exposure  Graham  had  to 
homophobia  was  through  television  and  film.  It  wasn’t 
until  he  was  in  his  mid-20s  and  living  in  San  Francisco 
that  he  experienced  it  firsthand,  changing  his  outlook 
forever. 

“It  was  actually  quite  a  gay  part  of  town,”  Graham 
recalls.  He  compares  it  to  the  scene  in  Boogie  Nights  when 
Mark  Wahlberg’s  character  is  jumped  by  a  group  of  guys 
in  a  parking  lot.  “It  was  that  kind  of  truckload  of  guys  that 
were  chasing  my  partner  and  me.  All  of  a  sudden  we 
heard  screeching  of  the  tires  and  we  didn’t  hear  a  word 

—  we  just  heard  the  tires  and  we  knew.  We  knew.” 

They  ran  and  managed  to  escape  by  turning  down  a  one¬ 
way  street.  “That  was  the  closest  I’d  ever  came,  and  that  was 
the  first  time  I  ever  felt  like  San  Francisco  was  even  a  scary 
place  to  walk  down  the  street  holding  a  partner’s  hand,”  he 
says.  “From  that  point  on.  I’ve  been  careful.” 

O’Malley,  31,  who  grew  up  in  Washington,  D.C.,  came 
out  at  16. 

“My  family  was  100-percent  accepting,”  he  says.  “My 
sister  is  queer  identifying  and  my  parents  are  amazing. 
They  have  never  once  not  supported  me.” 

O’Malley  too  has  personally  experienced  homophobia 
and  hate  speech  in  Eugene,  in  D.C.  and  even  recalls  a 
confrontation  in  the  birthplace  of  the  gay  rights  movement 

—  New  York’s  Greenwich  Village. 

“That,  right  there,  is  the  core  of  why  safe  spaces  are 
important,”  O’Malley  says.  “You  can  walk  in  and  feel 
without  a  doubt  that  you  will  be  comfortable.” 

“And  if  you’re  feeling  uncomfortable,  you  will  tell  me 
or  tell  someone  who  works  there  and  they  will  do 
something  about  it  and  they  will  fix,”  Graham  says  of  his 
establishment.  “The  reason  day  one  I  was  like,  ‘I  wish 
there  was  a  gay  bar’  is  because  I  wish  there  was  a  place  I 
knew  I  could  walk  into  and  I  could  be  completely  at  ease 
that  if  I  wanted  to  interact  with  somebody  that  I  didn’t 
know,  or  flirt  maybe,  that  I  can  do  that  reasonably  without 
fear  of  putting  myself  in  danger.” 

OUR  COMMUNITY 

In  anticipation  of  The  Hammered  Lamb  opening  in 
August,  O’Malley  is  planning  a  series  of  pop-up  events 
including  one  to  crowdsource  what  local  brews  to  put  on 
tap  at  the  bar. 

“I  want  this  community  to  tell  me  what  to  serve,” 
Graham  says. 

O’Malley  has  also  organized  a  photo  campaign,  “Our 
Community,”  which  will  feature  portraits  of  the  local 
queer  community  as  well  as  straight  allies,  including 
images  of  Graham’s  family,  which  will  eventually  hang  in 
the  space.  “No  matter  what  sexuality  you  are,  you  will 
enjoy  this  space,”  O’Malley  says. 

Graham  admits  that  he  can’t  help  but  think  of  legacy 
and  wanting  his  family  to  enjoy  The  Hammered  Lamb 
over  the  years. 

“I’ve  got  kids,”  Graham  says.  “For  me.  I’m  trying  to 
create  my  future  here  with  what  to  me  is  an  amazing 
business  opportunity.  It  is  staring  me  in  the  face.  How  can 
I  not  take  it?”

GO  ASK  ALICE 

Kristen  Wiig  shines  in  new  dark  comedy  Welcome  to  Me 

Film  has  a  long  and  fairly  distinguished  history  of  satirizing  the  insidious  allure  of 
televised  celebrity  —  Being  There,  King  of  Comedy  and  To  Die  For  come 
immediately  to  mind  —  and  yet  few  films  to  date  have  captured  the  way  our  newly 
acquired  addiction  to  selfies  and  social  media  is  elevating  narcissism  to  a  collective 
pathology. 

In  Welcome  to  Me,  a  new  dark  comedy  directed  by  Shira  Piven,  Kristen  Wiig  stars  as  Alice, 
a  woman  with  borderline  personality  disorder  who  hits  the  lottery  for  $87  million,  gets  off  her 
meds  and  —  channeling  her  love  of  all  things  Oprah  —  decides  to  buy  her  own  talk  show. 

But  unlike  Oprah,  whose  monstrous  narcissism  hides  behind  a  glittery  sheen  of 
benevolence,  Alice  wants  her  show  to  be  about  nothing  but  her  —  including  her  petty 
resentments  (or,  as  Alice  puts  it  in  a  show  segment,  “Who’s  a  cunt?”),  her  fights  with  her 
mom,  her  latest  attempts  to  self -medicate  through  food.  Her  on-air  revelations  are  by  turns 
carnal  and  banal,  grotesque  and  infantile,  piquant  and  pissy.  Like  any  trainwreck,  the 
spectacle  of  Alice  gains  an  audience. 

As  Alice’s  illness  tightens  its  grip,  she  becomes  increasingly  unhinged  and  self- 
absorbed,  thereby  alienating  everyone  around  her,  including  her  best  friend  Gina  (Linda 
Cardellini)  and  her  co-producer  and  “boyfriend,”  Gabe  (Wes  Bentley),  until  it  all  explodes 
in  a  moment  of  anguish. 

Beneath  all  this  absurdist  black  comedy,  the  film  plays  out  as  a  modern  morality  tale 
that  makes  literal  our  sickness  for  public  self-regard  in  the  character  of  Alice,  whose 
compulsion  to  share  —  to  shamelessly  indulge  a  narrative  of  victimization  —  ends  up 
scorching  her,  again  literally.  If  the  ideas  driving  the  film  are  obvious  to  anyone  paying 
attention  these  days,  their  treatment  is  given  a  sharp  edge  by  screenwriter  Eliot  Laurence, 
who  brings  a  wry,  snarky  sensibility  to  the  dialogue. 

In  the  end,  however,  it  is  Wiig  who  brings  it  all  together,  elevating  an  otherwise  good 
film  into  something  truly  fine.  Wiig  is  a  force  of  nature,  and  she’s  found  perhaps  the  most 
apt  vehicle  yet  for  her  considerable  talents  in  Welcome  to  Me.  Her  Alice  is  at  once  sexy 
and  repulsive,  a  fascinating  monster  seeking  anonymous  cuddles.  As  an  actress,  Wiig  is  a 
master  of  the  adorable  grotesque,  capable  of  balancing  unattractive  emotions  and 
unappealing  motives  with  a  subterranean  vulnerability  that  glimmers  behind  her  weathered 
smirk.  This  film  taps  that  vulnerability,  and  the  results  are  unsettling.  ■

While  We’re  Young 

If  2013’s  Frances  Ha  seemed  a  little  nicer  than 
writer-director  Noah  Baumbach’s  usual  fare  — 
fewer  pointed  observations,  more  gentleness 
toward  his  characters,  no  matter  how  self- 
deluded  —  While  We’re  Young  is  a  trip  back  to 
slightly  rougher  territory  [though  not  quite  as 
rough  as  Greenberg,  which  also  starred  Ben 
Stiller).  Sly  and  self-aware,  Baumbach  is  a 
deeply  fair  storyteller,  giving  his  characters 
room  to  hang  themselves  and  room  to  get  their 
shit  together  all  at  once.  Stiller  plays  Josh,  a 
stalled  documentary  filmmaker  married  to  a 
film  producer  [Naomi  Watts).  The  movie  is 
wickedly  on  the  nose  in  its  depiction  of  men  so 
self-obsessed  they  can’t  see  who  they  really 
are  —  or  who  their  friends  are.  Yet,  for  all  its 
bite.  While  We’re  Young  is  a  reminder  that  doing 
your  own  thing  is  much  easier  when  you’re  not 
worried  about  what  everyone  else  —  peers, 
elders,  smart-ass  kids  —  is  doing.  [Bijou

Whot  We  Do  in  the  Shadows  is  co-written  and 
directed  by  Flight  of  the  Conchords’  Jemaine 
Clement  and  Taika  Waititi,  who  directed  Clem¬ 
ent  in  2002’s  Fogle  vs.  Shark.  This  will  tell 
some  people  everything  they  need  to  know 
about  Shadows,  which  is  as  deadpan  and  mun¬ 
dane  a  vampire  mockumentary  set  in  New 
Zealand  as  you  could  ever  hope  to  see.

Cthuihu-like  teeth  render  him  pretty  much 
mute.  And  the  leader  of  a  low-key  gang  of  were¬ 
wolves  yells  at  his  pack  to  wear  tracksuits 
when  they’re  going  to  change,  so  they  don’t 
bust  out  of  their  jeans.  Being  a  vampire  is  just 
another  way  of  walking  the  world,  folks.  You 
just  get  to  do  it  for  a  lot  longer.  [Bijou  Metro]

Fresh-faced  musician  and  visual  artist  Elspeth  Summers  plays  psychedelic 
folk,  modern  Americana  and  country  music.  Fler  voice  is  feisty  and  youthful 
while  also  conveying  a  road-hard-and-put-away-wet  wisdom  and  weariness. 

“A  lot  of  my  music  has  Old  West-inspired  themes  and  visuals,”  the  Reno, 
Nevada-based  artist  tells  EW.  “I  am  a  country  girl  at  heart  and  love  the  desert.” 

In  the  song  “Starlight,”  Summers  evokes  Nevada  when  she  sings  of 
seeing  “funny  lights  in  the  sky.”  The  song’s  tempo  wobbles  lazily  between 
acoustic  guitar  and  buoyant  banjo. 

And  from  the  song  “Flome  Means  Nevada,”  Summers  sings  alongside 
lonely  acoustic  guitar:  “Flome  means  Nevada/  Flome  means  the  hills,  the 
sage  and  the  pine.” 

Summers  plays  around  Reno  with  her  band  The  Sage  Bandits  but  tours 
as  a  duo.  “On  the  road  I  play  with  a  multi-instrumentalist,  John  Underwood, 
who  accompanies  me  as  my  ‘band,’”  Summers  explains.  “Fie  plays  banjo, 
accordion,  cajon  and  trumpet.  Our  duo  has  the  sound  of  a  full  band  and 
allows  me  to  really  channel  my  Stevie  Nicks  inspiration.” 

“I  hope  people  learn  more  about  nature  and  spiritual  themes  by  listening 
to  my  tunes,”  Summers  says.  “Much  of  my  music  is  about  magic  —  the 
paranormal  and  living  in  tune  with  your  own  truth.  I  hope  my  songs  inspire 
people  in  whatever  way  I  can.”

NUANCEDDOOM 


To  the  casual  observer  it  might  appearthat,  in  2015,  every  metal  band  in  the  known  world 
is  a  doom  metal  band.  To  be  fair,  fans  of  the  genre  might  share  a  similar  impression.  Doom  is 
undergoing  something  of  a  revival,  finally  becoming  as  huge  now  as  the  Black  Sabbaths  and 
Saint  Vituses  (Vitae?)  that  spawned  it. 

Enter  Austin  axemen  Destroyer  of  Light.  Though  obviously  not  out  to  reinvent  the  wheel, 
these  Texas  metalheads  damn  well  make  it  their  own. 

“We  try  not  to  just  be  a  doom  band,”  guitarist  and  vocalist  Steve  Coica  says.  “We  like  to  throw  in 
some  other  nuances  to  kind  of  mix  it  up.  We  also  like  N.W.O.B.H.M.  (newwave  of  British  heavy  metal), 
thrash  and  death  metal.  We  leave  it  up  to  the  listener  to  be  the  judge.  We  don’t  just  wanna  be  doom.” 

Those  exact  influences  shine  throughout  Destroyer  of  Light’s  self-titled  2D12  debut.  Dver 
the  course  of  the  album,  the  four-piece  trudges  from  Candlemass  into  Mercyful  Fate  territory 
—  all  the  while  never  straying  so  far  as  to  lose  the  interest  of  recent  converts  to  the  genre. 
Continuingto  hone  and  tighten  their  sound.  Destroyer  recently  recorded  Endsville,  a  12-inch 
split  single  with  Tucson,  Arizona-based  sludge  monsters  Godhunter,  to  be  released  this  July 
on  Battleground  Records. 

Until  then,  we’ll  have  to  whet  our  appetites  when  they  grace  our  fair  city.

STORIES  WITHOUT  WORDS 

Bill  Bowers,  a  disciple  of  Marcel  Marceau,  comes  to  LCC 

“I  am  a  physical  storyteller,”  performer  Bill  Bowers  says.  “I  am  interested  in 
the  study  of  ‘How  would  you  say  something  if  you  couldn’t  use  words?’” 

Bowers  visits  Lane  Community  College  this  week  for  a  residency  that 
includes  a  free  workshop  for  the  public  May  27  and  a  performance  of  Bowers’ 
critically  acclaimed  Beyond  Words  May  30. 

“Words  immediately  ask  us  to  intellectualize,  to  interpret,  to  process 
information,”  Bowers  says.  “Physical  theater  asks  us  to  respond  more  from  the 
heart  than  from  the  head.” 

In  video  clips  of  his  latest  work.  Bowers  glissades  effortlessly  between  words 
and  actions.  “For  Beyond  Words  I  gave  myself  the  assignment  to  tell  stories  in 
images,  or  what  I  like  to  think  of  as  moving  pictures,”  Bowers  says. 

After  spending  much  of  his  early  career  working  in  isolation  to  create  new 
work  —  “Being  a  solo  mime  can  be  very  solitary,”  Bowers  explains  —  it  was 
studying  with  renowned  actress  and  playwright  Anna  Deavere  Smith  that 
emboldened  Bowers  to  open  the  rehearsal  room  door  and  invite  audiences  in  to 
see  the  process. 

“It  is  terrifying  to  show  a  piece  before  it  is  finished,”  Bowers  says.  “But  I  also 
began  to  see  that  it  deepened  my  work.  I  now  always  seek  out  opportunities  to 
show  my  work  to  a  small,  core  audience  and  ask  for  honest  feedback.” 

Bowers  has  an  impressive  Broadway  resume,  and  he  trained  as  a  mime  with 
the  inimitable  Marcel  Marceau.  Yet  he  was  once  just  a  kid  in  Missoula,  Montana, 
an  artsy  college  town  not  unlike  Eugene. 

“Montana  is  a  big,  quiet  place,”  Bowers  says.  “I  am  from  a  big,  quiet  family.  I 
am  also  a  gay  man  who  was  a  gay  boy  growing  up  in  a  small  Montana  town  in  the 
’60s  and  ’70s,  long  before  Oprah.  I  was  very  familiar  with  not  talking,  particularly 
about  feelings  and  fears.” 

Bowers  continues:  “When  I  was  about  14, 1  learned  about  mime,  an  art  that  is 
based  on  not  talking.  Though  I  never  imagined  that  I  would  become  a  performer 
—  I  was  quite  shy,  and  still  am  —  I  knew  that  silence  was  a  language  I  wanted 
to  explore,  and  one  that  I  understood  on  a  deep  level.” 

When  he  was  17,  Bowers’  mother  bought  him  a  ticket  to  see  Marceau. 

“To  witness  the  power  of  one  person  performing  without  a  word  on  a  bare 
stage,  holding  an  audience  of  a  thousand  people  in  his  command,  completely 
blew  my  mind,”  Bowers  says.  ■ 

Bowers  offers  a  free  “Movement  for  Actors  ”  workshop  7  to  9  pm  Wednesday,  May  27,  which  is  also  open  to  the  public;

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A  GARDEN  FOR  GRAZING 

Mix  it  up  for  summer  ondfoll  munching 


When  someone  asked  me  to  help  her  design  a 
grazing  garden,  my  first  thought  was, 
“Wow,  Fve  never  done  that.”  But  I  quickly 
realized  that  I  have  my  own  grazing  garden 
at  home.  I  didn’t  design  it  for  that  purpose, 
but  it’s  rare  for  me  to  go  into  the  garden  without  nibbling 
on  something.  My  friend’s  request  put  me  on  the  spot, 
though:  How  would  I  define  and  plan  a  grazing  garden? 

Some  things  are  mandatory.  To  begin  with,  a  grazing 
garden  must  be  managed  organically.  You’re  going  to  put 
things,  probably  unwashed,  straight  in  your  mouth.  (If  you 
are  squeamish,  swishing  in  clean  water  will  remove  most 
dust  and  dirt.) 

Next,  of  course,  your  garden  should  be  crammed  with 
things  you  are  tempted  to  eat  straight  off  the  plant,  vine  or 
tree,  and  you  don’t  need  a  lot  of  any  one  thing.  What  you 
want  is  variety,  and  you  can  tuck  a  little  bit  of  something 
in  a  very  small  space.  It  takes  one  square  foot  of  ground  to 
grow  a  carrot  patch  or  a  tower  of  snap  peas. 

It’s  generally  best  to  separate  areas  destined  for  annual 
crops  from  perennial  plants,  bushes  and  fruit  trees. 


Annuals  benefit  from  richer  growing  conditions,  while 
perennials  resent  root  disturbance. 

A  formal  garden  design  such  as  might  be  used  for  an 
herb  garden  could  easily  be  adapted  for  a  grazing  garden 
simply  by  alternating  beds  designated  for  annuals  and 
perennials.  You  might  give  the  garden  a  backdrop  of  espal- 
iered  apples  and  Asian  pears,  with  a  mini-dwarf  apple  tree 
as  a  centerpiece  or  a  columnar  apple  in  a  big  pot.  Or  a  fig 
tree,  if  you  have  the  space.  Nothing  benefits  more  from 
being  eaten  straight  off  the  tree,  warmed  by  sun. 

There  is  no  need  to  segregate  flowers  and  vegetables, 
of  course!  Organic  gardens  need  plants  that  attract  insects, 
both  predators  and  pollinators.  Just  mingle  perennial  flow¬ 
ers  with  perennial  herbs  and  fruit,  and  annual  flowers  with 
annual  vegetables.  The  easy  way  to  do  the  latter  is  with 
self-sowing  annual  flowers  that  volunteer:  Nigella  (love  in 
the  mist)  and  nasturtiums  are  well  established  in  my  gar¬ 
den,  popping  up  in  any  available  spot  along  with  the  corn 
salad  and  wild  arugula.  You  just  have  to  remember  to  leave 
a  few  of  everything  to  go  to  seed. 

Nasturtium  flowers  are  edible  and  delicious,  much  less 


spicy  than  the  leaves  and  green,  unripe  seeds.  Other 
annual  flowers  worth  eating  are  calendula,  borage  and 
pansy.  Leave  a  few  plants  of  arugula,  mustard,  kale  and 
coriander  and  chervil  to  make  tasty  flowers.  Pollinators 
love  them,  too.  Among  perennials  are  rose,  rosemary,  lav¬ 
ender,  bee  balm  and  chives.  Some  flowers  are  toxic,  so 
please  don’t  branch  out  without  a  bit  of  research. 

The  plant  that  I  personally  identify  as  the  archetypal 
grazing-garden  candidate  is  the  alpine  strawberry,  or  fraise 
des  bois.  This  is  a  dainty,  ever-bearing  plant  without  the 
runners  we  associate  with  cultivated  strawberries.  The 
pointy  fruits  are  tiny,  the  flavor  unsurpassed. 

You  could  in  theory  plant  enough  of  these  to  fill  a  bowl 
for  dinner,  but  you’d  get  tired  of  picking  them.  They  are 
perfect,  however,  for  random  grazing.  The  plants  are  short¬ 
lived  in  my  garden,  but  self-sow  politely.  White  Flower 
Farm  (mail  order)  has  offered  a  superior  strain  for  many 
years,  and  I  spotted  something  similar  at  Down  to  Earth 
this  spring. 

Another  fruit  ideally  suited  for  casual  sampling  is  the 
blueberry.  I  recommend  Sunshine  Blue  or  some  other  dwarf 
blueberry,  as  they  continue  fruiting  over  a  period  of  many 
weeks  and  don’t  take  up  much  room.  Blueberries  fruit  best 
in  full  sun  but  they  will  grow  and  even  fruit  in  light  shade. 
So  will  our  native  evergreen  huckleberry,  and  the  blackcur¬ 
rant  of  incomparable  flavor  from  which  cassis  is  made. 

I  don’t  know  much  about  the  new  dwarf  red  raspberry 
sold  under  the  trade  name  BrazelBerries  Raspberry 
Shortcake,  other  than  it’s  thornless  and  looks  adorable  in 
pots.  The  extra  drainage  provided  by  pots  makes  them  prac¬ 
tical,  too,  since  raspberries  are  susceptible  to  root  rot  in  our 
climate. 

If  you  like  to  munch  on  leafy  greens,  it  is  nice  to  have 
a  few  that  are  perennial  and  a  few  that  self-sow.  Spicy 
Sylvetta  wild  arugula  falls  in  both  categories.  It’s  a  cut- 
and-come-again  tap-rooted  perennial  that  will  volunteer 
all  over,  but  excess  plants  are  very  easy  to  hoe  away  when 
young.  French  sorrel  is  a  long-lived  perennial  with  pleas¬ 
antly  sour  leaves.  When  it  sends  up  flowering  stems,  cut  it 
back  hard  and  feed  it,  and  you’ll  get  a  fresh  crop  of  tender 
leaves.  French  tarragon  and  lovage  are  other  perennial 
herbs  I  like  to  nibble  on. 

Even  if  you  grow  a  lot  of  tomatoes,  it’s  worth  growing 
some  with  bite-size  fruit  for  snacking.  Cherry  tomatoes 
like  Sweet  100  and  Sungold  are  perfect,  growing  on  com¬ 
pact,  easy-to-manage  vines.

He  says 
this  yellow  tomato  relative  with  a  papery  husk  is  one  of  the 
few  things  that  grows  well  in  his  shady  raised  beds.  ■

THE  ROLLER  COASTER 

Emotions  rule  when  it  comes  to  flowers,  wines 


My  pal/sidekick  Mole  always  tells  me  the  truth.  One  day  last  week,  he 
leaned  into  me  and,  in  a  soothing  voice,  said,  “Sleut”’  —  he  calls 
me  Sleuth,  it’s  an  honor  and  I  dig  it  —  “youse  gots  a  tulip  jones.” 

He’s  right;  I  do  have  a  little  problem  with  tulips.  Every  year,  at 
the  end  of  tulip  season,  I  get  the  bulb  blues.  Doesn’t  matter  that 
the  ’lips  fade  just  as  irises  burst  into  bloom.  It’s  a  form  of  mania  —  I  crave 
those  pure  colors,  those  delicate  shapes.  I’m  not  alone,  though  that’s  no 
comfort.  i 

In  the  17th  century,  tulip  mania  struck  Europe,  particularly  the  M 
Netherlands.  Fortunes  were  made  and  lost  as  demand  for  tulips  raged  M 
—  until  the  bubble  burst  in  1637.  Was  this  proof  that  people,  including 
investors,  are  irrational,  prone  to  emotional  outbursts,  fads  and 
crazes?  Ideologues  of  free-market  capitalism  hate  this  idea;  it  runs 
counter  to  their  fondly  held  belief  in  the  rational  investor. 

Silly  argument,  no?  Most  of  us  know  that  if  we  ask  ourselves 
whether  human  beings  are  rational,  reasonable  creatures  or,  rather, 
emotion-ridden,  the  proper  answer  is  clear:  Yes.  We’re  both,  but 
emotions,  whatever  those  are,  rule.  What  does  this  have  to  do  with  H 
wine?  H 

Well,  everything.  Alan  Mitchell  of  Territorial  Vineyards  put  it  H 

bluntly:  “It’s  a  roller  coaster.”  One  year,  consumers  demand  rafts  of  H 

big,  buttery  chardonnays;  next  season,  they  want  white  zinfandel.  H 

“Last  year,  it  was  white  pinot  noir,”  Mitchell  says.  This  year,  who  H 

knows?  (See  our  discussion  of  emerging  chardonnays  in  EW’s  H 

special  “Uncorked”  section  in  last  week’s  issue.  May  7.)  H 

It  might  be  un-oaked  chardonnay,  like  the  delicious  Chehalem  H 

2012  INOX  Willamette  Valley  Chardonnay  ($17),  stainless-steel  H 

fermented;  the  back  label  notes  that  “no  oak  was  harmed  in  the  making 
of  this  wine.”  We  have  here  just  pure  chard  flavors  —  actually,  more

flavors  than  chard  usually  yields:  apples,  pears,  ginger,  white  flowers  (no  tulips). 
It’s  a  crisp,  balanced  wine  to  pour  with  fish,  fowl,  salads,  whatever. 

Mitchell’s  Territorial  label  will  soon  release  their  2013  Chardonnay  ($28, 
available  only  in  the  tasting  room  and  certain  restaurants).  It  spent  some  time  in 
neutral  oak  and  some  French  oak,  “a  little  bit  new,”  just  to  give  it  some  polish 
and  depth  of  flavor;  Mitchell,  who  tastes  tropical  fruits  and  honeycomb,  says: 

i“It  just  makes  me  laugh,  it’s  so  good.”  They  only  made  28  cases  of  this 
beauty.  Not  reasonable,  sure,  but  that  was  all  the  juice  they  had  from  a 
tricky  vintage. 

Reason  demands  that  we  admit  the  French  know  a  bit  about  wine¬ 
making,  have  had  some  success  over  a  couple  thousand  years  of 
experimenting  with  vines  the  Italians  (Romans)  planted  in  their  lands. 
In  France’s  Burgundy  region,  they  vinify  chardonnay  into  a  wine  called 
“white  Burgundy,”  but  each  section’s  vintners  shape  their  chards  into 
distinctive  styles. 

But  on  the  back  label  of  Joseph  Drouhin  2012  Chardonnay 
“Laforet”  ($14.50),  the  talented  Veronique  Drouhin  claims  “we 
created  this  wine  like  a  perfume:  with  the  freshness  of  the  Chablisien, 
the  fruitiness  of  the  Maconnais  and  all  the  elegance  of  the  Cote  d’Or. 
Within  are  gentle  citrus  aromas,  then  vanilla  and  honey  notes.”  Am  I 
going  to  argue  with  Veronique  Drouhin?  Do  I  look  crazy?  (Mole  just 
nods.)  Reason  aside,  this  is  fine  chardonnay. 

Personal  preferences  —  all  matters  of  “taste”  —  are  emotional.  Tulip 
mania  makes  no  sense.  Fads  in  wine  make  no  sense.  Love  makes  no 
sense.  Mole  says:  “Life  is  funny.  Tulips  make  youse  smile?  Dat’s  okay. 
Gotta  getcher  yucks.” 

Now,  that  seems  reasonable,  at  least  until  the  next  tulip  season.  ■

My  boyfriend  says  he  feeis  sexuaiiy  inade¬ 
quate,  because  i'm  not  the  type  of  guy  who  needs  to  come  in  order  tofeei  that  i  had  great  sex.  Hon- 
estiy,forepiay  and  receiving  anai  sex  are  much  more  pieasurabiefor  me.  ifi  want  to  come,  i  wiii,  just 
not  aii  the  time.  As  iong  as  there's  pientg  of  kissing,  touching,  and  iicking—and  aii  the  other  wonder- 
fui  “ings"—i  don't  feei  iike  ejacuiation  is  a  big  deai.  He  thinks  it  means  i'm  not  attracted  enough  to 
him.  He's  seif-conscious  since  his  dick  is  a  bit  on  the  smaii  side,  and  my  not  coming  seems  to  make 
it  worse,  i've  toid  him  that  ifind  him  utteriy  attractive— biess  those  iegs,  that  chest,  that  ass— and  i 
aiways  try  to  make  him  have  an  orgasm,  i've  aiso  tried  to  come  more  often  for  him,  but  sometimes  i'm 
just  not  in  the  mood,  i've  aiso  toid  him  that  he's  not  doing  anything  wrong  and  this  is  just  the  way  i'm 
wired.
